Bid’ah, Otherwise these personalities wouldn’t have called him. 

Act of People of Madina 

Allama Shahaab Khafaji writes in Naseem al

"It is a common practice of people of madina that in 
times of adversities they call out "Ya 

Muhammadahu". 

Act of Hazrat Ibne Umar:

Ishaq he narrates from Abdur Rahmaan who says that:

A Confusion Cleared: 

Question: In the holy Qur’an Allah has stated: 

"And Call out not besides Allah that which can 
neither profit you nor harm you". 

Answer: In all such types of Ayahs where the word tea 

has come there by this word the meaning that is taken is to 
worship not to call out (see tafseerjalain etc.), and the correct 
translation is “ And worship not besides At I ah", another 
Ayah also explains this point as 

'M 

"And whosoever calls (worships) any other god 
besides Allah". 

We come to know that to call anyone besides Allah thinking 
that he is god is shirk not just calling him. And we call The 
Prophet Hi or theAuliya thinking that they are Worshipers of 
Allah and not Allah.

From this discussion it is clear now that to call the Prophet is 
the way of the Sahaba. 

Act of the Angels 

To call theProphet0 is also evident from the act of the Angels. 
Therefore in the very first hadees ofMishkatShareefit is 
mentioned that whenjibreel came to the Prophet0 he said 


"O Muhammad! I am here to give you the news of 
Islam" 

And in the same Mishkaat in the topic of Wisaal ofProphet0 
it is mentioned that when the angel of death came to the 
Prophet0hesaid: "O Muhammad ! Indeed Allah has 
sent me to you". 

From both of these Hadees it is evident that to call the 
Prophet0 is the way of the angels.
